WHEAT PRODUCTIVITY CLASSIFICATION, 1929-30. 


With s view to ascertaining the extent of acreage producing 
yery high and very low average returns of wheat per acre, the Government 
Statist hes classified all wheat farms according to their productivity 
per acre. The accompanying return sets forth comperative details for 
the three scasons 1926-27, 1920-29 end 1929-30. 

The total yields and aversges ver acre for the State for these 
seasons and the rainfall (April-Nov.) were respectively 35,558,711 bush. 
ey. 12.04 bushels, rainfall 13.40 inches; 26,826,094 bush. av. 7.79 
bush. rainfall 9.39 inches; 23,345,093 bush. ave 6.40 bush. rainfall 
9,57 inches. 2 

Yet 2,896, 1,673 and 1,688 farmers reaped 18 bushels and 
upwards per acre producing 34.24%, 19.69% and 27.39% of the total wheat 
orop from 20.14%, 6.94% and 7.65% of the tote’. area sown. The effect 
of the dry seasons of 1928-29 and 1929-20 is seen in the Lower figures 
for high yields. 

One of the profitable results of this anelysis is the recording 


of the large number of farmers in eli Divisions o she State who succeed 
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in getting returns from 18 bushels to weil 2x 33 bushels per acre, 


end also the unduly large number who nave reaped less than 3, 6, and 9 


bushels even in the best Divisions of the State, thus pringing down 
the general average. These facts indicate the possibility in normal 
sé8sons of obtaining from e greater number of farms increased everage 
feturns per acre from the slready settied whest areas with 8 conseque nt 


substentiel increase in the segregate “or the State.
